1 . AS FORESHADOWED BY HANOI'S OCT 26 STATEMENT 

ON PRIVATE TALKS/ XUAN THJY PUT INTO THE RCORD THE J 
DRV VERSION OF NINE^POINT AGREEMENT ALLEDGEDLY REACHED 
OCT 22 WITH US/ CONDEMNED US FOR REPEATEDLY DELAYING 
SIGNATURE OF AGREEMENT/ AND INSISTED US SHOULD SIGN 
AGREEMENT OCT 31 AS HAD BEEN AGREED# HE EMPHASIZED 
THAT DRV DECISION TO MAKE PUBLIC AGREEMENTS REACHED 
WITH us IN NO WAY PREJUDICED NEGOTIATIONS; ALL CONDITIONS 
WERE PRESNET TO SETTLE VIETNAM PROBLEM RAPIDLY 
AND ESTABLISH PEACE IMMEDIATELY; KEY QUESTION WAS 
WHETHER THE US ADMINISTRATION WOULD IMMEDIATELY 
EFFECTUATE ATHE AGREEMENTS REACHED WITH THE DRV# RE- 
FERRING 70 DIFFICULTIES THE US CLAIMED IT HAD SUBSE- 
QUENTLY ENCOUNTERED IN SAIGON/ XUAN THUY SAID THAT NO 
SUCH PRETEXTS COULD STAND AGAINSf LOGIC; ON THE CONTRARY/

AMD DEFENDED DECISION TO MAKE EXCHANGES PUBLIC. SHE 
MAINTAINED THAT THE AGREEMENTS REACHED WERE IN CONFORMITY 
WITH THE PRINCIPLES AND MAIN CONTENTS OF THE PRG»S 
PEACE SOLUTION, SHE FUZZED OVER THE DRV AGREEMENT TO 
CDNTINUTED EXISTENCE OF THE GVN (W4TH THlEU) AND EMPHA- 
SIZED THE "ADMINISTRATIVE STRUCTURE OF THREE COMPONENTS" 
IN ORDER TO PROMOTE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF SIGNED AGREE- 
MENTS AND TO ORGANIZE GENERAL ELECTIONS. VIOLENTLY 
ATTACKING THIEU AS "FASCIST DICTATOR” AND CITING HIS 
OCT 24 SPEECH; SHE RE ITEREATED EARLIER PRG DEMANDS; 

E.G.; THE US MUST STOP BACKING THE PRESENT SAIGON 
ADMINISTRATION AND THIEU MUST RESIGN, 

' 3. IN REBUTTAL PERIOD; AMB. PORTER (WHO HAD DROPPED 

HIS PREPARED STATEMENT IN LIGHT OF HANOI RADIO BROAD- 
CASTS) EXPRESSED SURPRISE THAT THE OTHER SIDE HAD 
CHOSEN TO REVEAL CONTENT OF PRIVATE AGREEMENTS CONTRARY 
TO UNDERSTANDING NOT TO DO SO « DECISION ALL THE MORE 
SURPRISING IN THE LIGHT OF THEIR ASSESSMENT OF SIGNI- 
FICANT PROGRESS THAT HAD BEEN MADE AND SINCE WE 
CONSIDERED THAT NEGOTIATIONS HAD.. NOT ENDED, XUAN

4. PHONG FOLLOWED UP ON HIS PREPARED REMARKS EMPHA- 
SIZING THE PROBLEM CAUSED BY PRESENCE AND ACTIVITIES 
OF NVA; CRITICIZING PAST ELUSIVE’ AND UNSATIDFACTQRY 
DRV STATEMENTS ON THIS ISSUE, HE OBSERVED THAT THEIR 
PROPOSALS FOR SETTLEMENT OF SVN POLITICAL PROBLEM WAS 
NEITHER REALISTIC NOR DEMOCRATIC AND HE NOTED THAT THERE 
WERE GOOD REASONS TO BE SKEPTICAL OF THESE PROPOSALS 
SINCE THEY RESEMBLED PROCESSES USED BY COMMUNISTS 

TO SEIZE POWER ELSEWHERE,
